Money Pinch 


DALLAS (A P) 
'Ihe president of 
the United States Savings and Ixian 
league said today that the tight money 
market which began in mid-1973 re­ 
duced the associations’ growth for the 
year by 40 per cent of last year’s total. 


Richard G. Gilbert, who spoke at the 
opening session of the 81st annual 
convention of the Savings and I/oans 
league, said the estimated annual 
savings growth for the savings and 
loan business this year will be $20 
billion, down from $33 billion last year. 
“ The sharp drop in savings inflow 
into savings and loan associations 
since early Ju ly," Gilbert said, “ has 
produced a major slump in the housing 
market and the continuing decline in 
loan commitments assures this 
slowdown will continue well into 1974." 


Gilbert told delegates the savings 
associations must be given more 
lending and investment powers if 
housing is to remain high on the list of 
national priorities. 
He said that savings associations 
should be allowed to make unsecured 
loans to builders, finance builders’ in­ 
ventories, own a mortgage banking 
firm, manage real estate and group 
together with other associatons to 
finance new towns. 


Gilbert, 
president 
of 
Citizens 
Savings Association of Canton, Ohio, 
said the drop in loan commitments has 
been staggering. He pointed out that 
commitments had peaked out in May 
at $15 billion and then gradually 
dropped to an estimated $11 billion by 
the end of September.

CLEVELAND, Ohio (A P)- A 60- 
year-old man and his 23-year-old son in 
Cleveland have mounted a postcard 
battle against the General Motors 
Corp. in hopes they can force the firm 
into replacing the son’s 1973 car. 
According to Placid Polsinelli of 
suburban Gates Mills, the first volley 
included about 500 postcards, each 
from a Clevelander vowing never to 
buy a GM product unless the Polsinelli 
car is replaced. 
The story began on July 31, when son 
Armand purchased a new Vega from a 
Cleveland Chevrolet dealer. He bought 
it with Placid’s approval, although 
Placid confesses now he never liked 
the car’s looks. 
It cost $2,349.06, paid for at the time, 
the elder Polsinelli said. But then the 
trouble started, he said. 
The Polsinelli’s say the radio and 
emergency brake didn’t work, that the 
engine leaked oil, that the paint was 
rough on the right side and that the car 
tilts slightly to one side. 
Placid said they took the car back 
and were told the car had been 
reworked. The dealer offered to make 
any necessary repairs, but Placid said 
only a new car would suffice. 
“ I read last summer that 50 cars 
were in a derailment in Kent and that 
they were all scrapped by GM ," Placid 
said. “ I think we got one of them.” 
Joseph Spadaro, sales manager for 
the dealer involved, Swedo Chevrolet, 
Inc., confirmed that new cars some­ 
times are damaged in shipment. 
“ These guys driving the trucks are 
like cowboys," he said. “ There has 
been a rash of damaged cars lately.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) -Member 
states of the Appalachia Regional 
Commission have approved Gov. John 
J. Gilligan’s plan to expedite com­ 
pletion of the Appalachia Highway in 
Ohio, it was announced today.

Ohio. Of the total, 70.6 miles are open 
to traffic and 21.1 miles are under 
construction.

Analysts said part of the sharp 
decrease may have been a natural 
correction after recent big gains. But 
they also said Watergate, the Mideast 
crisis, stubborn interest rates and 
possible energy shortages all had 
added to investor pessimism. 
They said that while the decline may 
have started as a natural correction, 
bad news kept adding fuel to the slide.

Money Pinch 


DALLAS (A P) 
The president of 
the United States Savings and Ixian 
league said today that the tight money 
market which began in mid-1973 re­ 
duced the associations’ growth for the 
year by 40 per cent of last year’s total. 


Richard (I. Gilbert, who spoke at the 
opening session of the 81st annual 
convention of the Savings and lorans 
league, said the estimated annual 
savings growth for the savings and 
loan business this year will be $20 
billion, down from $33 billion last year. 
“ The sharp drop in savings inflow 
into savings and loan associations 
since early Ju ly,” Gilbert said, “ has 
produced a major slump in the housing 
market and the continuing decline in 
loan commitments assures this 
slowdown will continue well into 1974." 


Gilbert told delegates the savings 
associations must be given more 
lending and investment powers if 
housing is to remain high on the list of 
national priorities. 
He said that savings associations 
should In? allowed to make unsecured 
loans to builders, finance builders’ in­ 
ventories, own a mortgage banking 
firm, manage real estate and group 
together with other associators to 
finance new towns. 


(filbert, president 
of Citizens 
Savings Association of Canton, Ohio, 
said the drop in loan commitments has 
lx*en staggering. He pointed out that 
commitments had peaked out in May 
at $15 billion and then gradually 
dropped to an estimated $11 billion by 
the end of SeptemlxT.

Man, Son Battle 
For New Auto 


H O VELA N D , Ohio (A P)- A 60- 
year-old man and his 23-year-old son in 
Cleveland have mounted a postcard 
battle against the General Motors 
Corp. in hopes they can force the firm 
into replacing the son’s 1973 car. 
According to Placid Polsinelli of 
suburban Gates Mills, the first volley 
included about 500 postcards, each 
from a Clevelander vowing never to 
buy a GM product unless the Polsinelli 
car is replaced. 
The story began on July 31, when son 
Armand purchased a new Vega from a 
Cleveland Chevrolet dealer. He bought 
it with Placid’s approval, although 
Placid confesses now he never liked 
the car’s looks. 
It cost $2,349.06, paid for at the time, 
the elder Polsinelli said. But then the 
trouble started, he said. 
The Polsinelli’s say the radio and 
emergency brake didn’t work, that the 
engine leaked oil, that the paint was 
rough on the right side and that the car 
tilts slightly to one side. 
Placid said they took the car back 
and were told the car had been 
reworked. The dealer offered to make 
any necessary repairs, but Placid said 
only a new car would suffice. 
“ I read last summer that 50 cars 
were in a derailment in Kent and that 
they were all scrapped by GM ," Placid 
said. “ I think we got one of them.” 
Joseph Spadaro, sales manager for 
the dealer involved, Swedo Chevrolet, 
Inc., confirmed that new cars some­ 
times are damaged in shipment. 
“ These guys driving the trucks are 
like cowboys,” he said. “ There has 
been a rash of damaged cars lately. 


Appalachia 


Plan OKd 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) -Member 
states of the Appalachia Regional 
Commission have approved Gov. John 
J. Gilligan’s plan to expedite com­ 
pletion of the Appalachia Highway in 
Ohio, it was announced today. 


Gilligan’s office, in a statement, said 
the proposal now awaits okay by the 
federal ARC co-chairman. 


The proposal would increase federal 
funding for the project to 70 per cent, 
with the state providing the remain­ 
der. F’unding now is on a 50-50 federal- 
state basis. 


Should the proposal be approved by 
the 
federal 
co-chairman, 
Don 
Whitehead, the state’s cost for com­ 
pleting the 294 miles of the highway in 
Ohio would be reduced from $63 
million to $37.8 million, the governor’s 
office said. The federal government 
would pay $88.2 million. 


The Ohio leg of the highway links 
Cincinnati and Portsmouth in southern 
Ohio. Of the total, 70.6 miles are open 
to traffic and 21.1 miles are under 
construction. 
Gilligan is state co-chairman of the 
13-member ARC. 


“ I don’t know if Mr. Polsinelli’s car 
was damaged before it was sold to 
him, but it’s possible,” he said. “ It’s 
distasteful if it was.” 
But Spadaro said Swedo repairs any 
damaged cars to factory specifications 
and that “ we guarantee the buyer has 
a safe car, mechanically sound and in 
good appearance.”

And he 
says he’s willing to fight for it. 
But so far, he said, there’s been no 
response from GM. And Armand’s car 
remains in the family’s garage.

Speaking Of Your Health

I had an attack of shingles on my 
chest four months ago. I still have 
signs of it. The pain has gone almost 
completely but I still cannot freely 
move in all directions. Could this be 
another condition that might have 
been overlooked? 
Mr. G.Y., Mich. 
Dear Mr. Y.: 
Shingles, or herpes zoster, is an 
infection of the central nervous 
system. Nerves that come from the 
spinal cord are attacked by a filtrable 
virus. Associated with this infection 
are a series of tiny skin blisters that 
follow the course of the nerve. 
The pain is intense and, ofttimes, 
excruciating. As you so well know, the 
pain may persist for many months. 
Other parts of the body can also be 
involved with shingles. An infection 
can occur in the eye, the ear, over the 
forehead, the abdomen, the buttocks, 
and the legs. 
Sometimes it is difficult to make the 
definitive 
diagnosis of 
shingles 
because the distribution of the pain 
may suggest other conditions like 
pleurisy and neuralgia. When the 
blisters on the skin appear, the 
diagnosis is verified. 
The fact that the muscle pain has 
persisted for so long does not indicate 
the possiblity of some overlooked 
condition. 
It is well known 
that 
shingles can cause weakness and 
devitalization for long periods of time, 
long after the gross evidence of the 
disease 
has 
disappeared. 
With 
patience, proper nourishment and 
mild pain killers, the unpleasant af- 


termath of shingles will be completely 
dropped. 


How can a child with a persistent lisp 
be cured of this condition?

Dear Mrs. G.: 
The charm of baby-speech is 
sometimes encouraged and lisping 
may result.

Prediger, of the Newsweek research 
staff; Paul Weaver, associate editor of 
the Public Interest, and Harold 
Warner, executive vice president of 
General Motors. 
The 
opening 
speakers, 
Sam 
Donaldson and Frank Shakespeare, 
agreed on the proposition that TV 
commentary and newscasting is so 
heavily dominated by liberals that the 
public tends to get one point of view. 
But the speakers differed on the 
reasons for the liberal overloading. 
Mr. Donaldson, who began his career 
as a West Texas conservative and 
found himself converted to liberal 
conceptions after he had taken a job in 
Washington, considered the bias to bo 
more or less inseparable from the 
general drift of society. 
In short, as he tended to see it, the 
majority in America is liberal and 
wants liberal commentators. In this

On reflection, 
however, Mr. Shakespeare said he had 
decided against any routinized arith­ 
metical consideration of political 
balance in news presentation. 


"This country,” he said, “ must 
remain a meritocracy.” Our present 
crop of newscasters have been chosen 
primarily for their ability, not their 
politics. Mr. Shakespeare, in effect, 
was saying that we are doomed as a 
nation to get TV news filtered through 
a liberal bias until the conservatives 
themselves begin to develop young 
reportorial talent tnat sees things 
through a conservative lens. 


That day may be slow in coming. But 
Mr. Shakespeare thinks it is on its way. 
He finds Ivy league undergraduates 
still hipped on quotations from 
Chairman Mao. But smaller colleges 
such as Hillsdale, which are em­ 
bracing the spectrum idea in bringing 
public controversy to the campus, are 
something else again. They will be the 
progenitors of the new day.

Speaking Of Your Health 


by Lester I C o le m an , M D. 


I had an attack of shingles on my 
chest four months ago. I still have 
signs of it. The pain has gone almost 
completely but I still cannot freely 
move in all directions. Could this be 
another condition that might have 
been overlooked? 
Mr. G.Y., Mich. 
Dear Mr. Y.: 
Shingles, or herpes zoster, is an 
infection of the central nervous 
system. Nerves that come from the 
spinal cord are attacked by a filtrable 
virus. Associated with this infection 
are a series of tiny skin blisters that 
follow the course of the nerve. 
The pain is intense and, ofttimes, 
excruciating. As you so well know, the 
pain may persist for many months. 
Other parts of the body can also be 
involved with shingles. An infection 
can occur in the eye, the ear, over the 
forehead, the abdomen, the buttocks, 
and the legs. 
Sometimes it is difficult to make the 
definitive diagnosis of shingles 
because the distribution of the pain 
may suggest other conditions like 
pleurisy and neuralgia. When the 
blisters on the skin appear, the 
diagnosis is verified. 
The fact that the muscle pain has 
persisted for so long does not indicate 
the possiblity of some overlooked 
condition. 
It is well known 
that 
shingles can cause weakness and 
devitalization for long periods of time, 
long after the gross evidence of the 
disease 
has 
disappeared. 
With 
patience, proper nourishment and 
mild pain killers, the unpleasant af­ 


termath of shingles will be completely 
dropped. 


How can a child with a persistent lisp 
be cured of this condition? 
Mrs. V. G., La. 
Dear Mrs. G.: 
The charm of baby-speech is 
sometimes encouraged and lisping 
may result. It is believed that im­ 
proper use of the muscles of the mouth, 
the cheeks, and especially the tongue 
is responsible. 


First, it must be made certain that 
there is no anatomical defect. Once 
this is ruled out, a speech therapist can 
successfully return the speech to 
normal. Speech clinics at hospitals, 
universities, and colleges are great 
contributors to people in need of 
speech reeducation. 
It is wise to remedy these and other 
speech defects before children are 
embarrassed by these problems. 


I have seen references to Tay-Sachs 
Disease, but I do not know what it 
means.

Dear Miss W.: 
Tay-Sachs Disease is a hereditary 
condition that usually appears before 
the age of 2. It is named after the two 
doctors who first described the rapid 


physical and mental deterioration 
associated with this severe disorder. 
Families that have a history of such 
cases are given intensive genetic 
counseling to be sure that the condition 
is not repeatedly passed on. 
Sociologist Says Playm ate 
Security Blanket For Men 


RENO, Nev. (A P) — A University of 
Nevada sociologist says Playboy 
magazine’s Playmate of the Month is a 
security blanket for the American 
male, who feels threatened by the 
sexual 
revolution 
and 
women’s 
liberation. 
“ As women change, the male fan­ 
tasy of the Playmate has become 
stronger. 
Playboy 
has 
over­ 
compensated for the new, more liberal 
views of women,” said Dr. Rebecca 
Stafford, associate professor of 
sociology at the University of Nevada- 
Reno. 
Dr. Stafford, 37, said she and a 
graduate student assistant, Celia 
McGinty, 24, spent more than a year 
tracing the evolution of the Playmate 
from 1958 until the present time. 
They said they came away con­ 
vinced that the American male’s 
dream girl is a bunny, not a bra- 
burner. 
“ In general, women’s lib, the New 
Iieft and the sexual revolution have 
passed by the world of the Playmate,” 
said Dr. Stafford. 
“ To be sure, the Playmate has 
evolved in some ways. She is more 
socially oriented, more athletic and 
often independently wealthy, but she 
doesn’t have any intellecutal or 
political interests." 
Dr. Stafford and Miss McGinty said 
they began their study by devising an 
elaborate coding system to categorize 
each Playm ate as to ambition, 
background, how she is portrayed in 
the photographs and what the editors 
said about her. 
They said they then set about the 
task of comparing presentations, 
ambitions and attitudes of the 
Playmates through the years.

“ Only 26 per cent of the Playmates 
held clerical jobs, and none of them 
wanted to make that job their career,” 
said Dr. Stafford. “ The Playmates are 
never shown with curlers in their hair 
or doing anything that would remind 
the reader of the everyday world.

They also hav e failed to y ield the 
ex tra fo reig n currencies that Thieu's 
eco no m ists tho ug ht wo uld freely 
co ntribute to ward rebuilding the 
natio n. 
The U.S. diseng ag ement had instant 
impact: ano ther 300,000 perso ns were 
left witho ut jo bs, o fficials say . Neither 
U.S. no r So uth Vietnamese o fficials 
are able to say what to tal unem­ 
plo y ment is but Western eco no mic 
ex perts estimate that it is hig her than 7 
per cent.

South Vietnam In Grip O f Economic Crisis 


SAIGON (AP) — The ceasefire 
didn’t bring an end to the fighting in 
South Vietnam, but it has brought 
economic crisis to its 18 million people 
who relied on the United States for 
butter as well as guns. 


When the GIs left for home earlier 
this year they took their dollars with 
them, leaving behind an enormous 
foreign exchange abyss. 


The nine months since the cease-fire 
accord have failed to produce the 
millions 
in 
private 
investment 
President 
Nguyen 
Van 
Thieu’s 
economic advisers optim istically 
predicted would flow into the country’s 
coffers. 


They also have failed to yield the 
extra foreign currencies that Thieu’s 
economists thought would freely 
contribute toward rebuilding the 
nation. 


The U.S. disengagement had instant 
impact: another 300,000 persons were 
left without jobs, officials say. Neither 
U.S. nor South Vietnamese officials 
are able to say what total unem­ 
ployment is but Western economic 
experts estimate that it is higher than 7 
per cent. The U.S. unemployment rate 
this past summer was 4.7 per cent. 


U.S. sources here say the cost of 
living in South Vietnam is up to 53.8 per 
cent over last year. They blame this 
partly on import costs going up and 
production going down, as well as 
worldwide inflation. They add that 
another factor is the fall in the value of 
the piaster. In a recent five-week 
period it went from 500 to the dollar to 
525, meaning most goods 
bought 
abroad cost more piasters. 


The cost of rice grown in the country 
has risen 83 per cent over its cost per 
kilo — or 2.2 pounds — over last 
October. It is selling for 170 piasters 
now on the black market. 


The price of sugar is up 220 per cent 
to 595 piasters per kilo over last year. 
It is estimated the country’s 1973 
imports will total nearly $750 million 
and no one is sure how they are going 
to be paid for. 
At the height of the war U.S. military 
spending accounted for $400 million of 
the country’s foreign exchange needs 
— about half. 
This year American spending has 
plummeted to $100 million, the real 
value of which is chopped by a third 
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because of increased world prices and 
dollar devaluation. 
Although double last year’s, Viet­ 
namese exports are expected to reach 
only $50 million in 1973. 
The U.S. Senate is considering a 
foreign aid bill it already has pared to 
$376 million for all of Indochina, which 
also includes Cambodia and I^aos. 
Thieu maintains he needs twice that 
for South Vietnam alone if he is to 
pursue his policy of an open economy 
by maximizing investment and trade. 
The country’s foreign 
exchange 
reserves are evaporating at a rate of 
$10 million every 30 days. At the end ot 
October the reserves amounted to $14? 
million. 
Thieu’s economic advisers are 
pressing hard for a reduction in the 
country’s 300,000 civil service corps 
and its 1.1 million-man army. 
Thieu, aware of the staggering cost 
of maintaining such an establishment, 
is receptive to weeding out the civil 
service branch. No one seems to know 
how to do it, but everybody agrees it 


must be done. 
The military, however, is a different 
matter. The president is predicting a 
North Vietnamese offensive early next 
year and opposes any reduction in the 
army. 
In an effort to feed, equip and house 
his fighting forces and their depen­ 
dents, the president imposed a IO per 
cent value added tax on all goods and 
services last July. 
Howls of protest, compounded with 
an instant rise in inflation, forced him 
to modify the tax three weeks later, 
but most experts now concede the 
gamble didn’t pay off and the economy 
sank further into mire. 
The most visible result of that 
miscalculation is the continuing rise in 
the cost of rice, staple of the South 


Vietnamese diet. 
South Vietnam has more arable land 
per 
inhabitant than 
any other 
Southeast Asian country. 
Western 
experts predict this year’s rice crop 
w ill be plentiful, despite the almost IOO 
per cent increase in the cost of fer­ 
tilizer. 
These same experts insist there is 
plenty of rice to feed the population 
until the December harvest begins. 
But hoarding and speculation, com­ 
bined with widespread corruption, 
have fueled the public discontent by 
creating artifical shortages and 
soaring prices. 
Despite the guarded optimism of 
some Westerners toward the country’s 
long-term outlook, prospects for the 
immediate future appear bleak.

M IDDIJ2BURY, Conn. (A P) - E. 
Robert Horwinski’s compact car 
makes the usual sounds of a piston 
engine vehicle at times ; at other times 
it is virtually noiseless. 
He has designed the car to run on 
noiseless battery power but shift 
automatically to gasoline power when 
the batteries run down. 
Horwinski, former chief of European 
operations for General Dynamics 
Corp., says he conceived the hybrid 
car as an answer to the range 
limitations of a battery-powered 
vehicles. 
Horwinski of Cheshire, Conn., 
displayed the vehicle during a two-day 
symposium at the Uniroyal research 
center here. 
"You’re stopped at a traffic light in 
the city. Nothing is running. You push 
down and you drive away on elec­ 
tricity,” he told spectators Friday. 
"Then you get out on the road; and 
as soon as the batteries are half 
discharged, the gasoline engine starts 
automatically.’’ 
Horwinski said he has designed the 
car so that any unneeded power 
developed by the engine is converted to 
electricity and stored in the batteries. 
The batteries can also be recharged 
from an electrical outlet. 
Horwinski said another device he 
designed can convert braking power 
on downhill runs to electrical power for 
the batteries. He claims that up to 85 
per cent of the power used to go up hill 
can be recovered on the downgrade. 
He said low-speed tests so far have 
been favorable, and he expects the 
same for top-speed operation, which he 
hopes to be about 90 miles per hour. 
The maximum speed and range of 
the car under electrical power is 35 
m.p.h. for one hour.

Hybrid Car 
Developed 


MIDDLEBURY, Conn. (AP) - E. 
Robert Horwinski’s com pact car 
makes the usual sounds of a piston 
engine vehicle at times; at other times 
it is virtually noiseless. 
He has designed the car to run on 
noiseless battery power but shift 
automatically to gasoline power when 
the batteries run down. 
Horwinski, former chief of European 
operations for G eneral Dynamics 
Corp., says he conceived the hybrid 
car as an answer to the range 
lim itations of a battery-pow ered 
vehicles. 
Horwinski of Cheshire, Conn., 
displayed the vehicle during a two-day 
symposium at the Uniroyal research 
center here. 
“ You’re stopped at a traffic light in 
the city. Nothing is running. You push 
down and you drive away on elec­ 
tricity,” he told spectators Friday. 
“Then you get out on the road; and 
as soon as the batteries are half 
discharged, the gasoline engine starts 
automatically.” 
Horwinski said he has designed the 
car so that any unneeded power 
developed by the engine is converted to 
electricity and stored in the batteries. 
The batteries can also be recharged 
from an electrical outlet. 
Horwinski said another device he 
designed can convert braking power 
on downhill runs to electrical power for 
the batteries. He claims that up to 85 
per cent of the power used to go up hill 
can be recovered on the downgrade. 
He said low-speed tests so far have 
been favorable, and he expects the 
same for top-speed operation, which he 
hopes to be about 90 miles per hour. 
The maximum speed and range of 
the car under electrical power is 35 
m.p.h. for one hour.

Gasoline price increases today 
range from one to four cents over the 
state and the director of a gasoline 
dealers association predicts more in­ 
creases when station owners buy 
supplies and find higher wholesale 
prices. 
Oren Dewey, director of the Central 
Ohio Gasoline Dealers Association, 
predicted Sunday that more station 
owners will hike prices today when 
they find higher wholesale prices, for 
supplies. 
Under the Cost of laving Council 
guidelines, dealers are permitted only 
to raise their prices the amount that 
companies charge them. Rules issued 
by the Council Oct. 15 limited dealers 
to a seven-to-eight cent margin of 
profit per gallon. 
‘We can’t make any more money, 
but we can pass on the costs,” Dewey 
said. 
'Hie largest increase showed up at 
Standard Oil o f Ohio stations, where 
prices are up four cents per gallon at 
company-owned stations and 4.2 cents 
per gallon at dealerships. The com­ 
pany owns 700 stations in Ohio, and 
supplies 2,300 dealers. 
Sun and Texas Oil Co’s., raised their 
prices late last week one to two cents, 
respectively. Union Oil hiked prices 
about one cent per gallon, and Exxon 
reported an increase of 0,9 cents per 
gallon. 
The increases boost the cost of 
premium gasoline at most Sohio 
dealerships to nearly 50 cents, a spot 
check of stations showed. Premium 
gasoline prices at dealerships of the 
other four oil companies varied from 
42.9 to 45.9 cents,

American Civil liberties Union of Ohio 
claims it would be a conflict of interest 
if Sen. William Saxbe plays a role in 
the reopened investigation of the Kent 
State University shootings. 
Saxbe, nominated by President 
Nixon as U. S. attorney general, in­ 
dicated last week he might halt the 
latest Justice Department probe if the 
facts don’t warrant it. 
ACLU Executive Director Benson 
Wolman said Saturday he had sent a 
telegram to Sen. James O. Eastland, 
chairman of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee which will consider Sax- 
be’s nomination. 
Wolman said he asked the com­ 
mittee to “ secure assurances that 
Saxbe will play no role” in the renewed 
probe and will “ leave ultimate 
authority in the inquiry to the chief of 
the Civil Rights Division of the De­ 
partment of Justice.” 
Wolman said an examination of 
campaign and other records in 
Columbus indicated that leading 
figures in the Kent State investigation 
and those representing them “ have 
close personal and political ties to 
Saxbe.” 
Four Kent State students were killed 
and seven injured during a con­ 
frontation with armed Ohio National 
Guardsmen on the campus in May 
1970. 
A special state grand jury indicted 25 
persons, none of them guardmen, but 
most of the charges later were dropped 
after difficulties were encountered in 
the first trials.

Gasoline price increases today 
range from one to four cents over the 
state and the director of a gasoline 
dealers association predicts more in­ 
creases when station owners buy 
supplies and find higher wholesale 
prices.

WASHINGTON (AP) 
Although 
some livestock feed prices have 
dropped from summer peaks, the cost 
of 
hay 
to 
cattlemen 
and 
other 
producers continues to soar, 
the 
Agriculture department says. 
As of Oct. 15, the Crop Reporting 
Board says, baled alfalfa cost an 
average of $59.10 per ton, up $3.60 from 
September and about 50 f»er cent more 
than it averaged a year earlier, when it 
was $39,60 per ton. 
All other hay, including native grass, 
was up to new peaks averaging $46 70 
per ton in October. A year ago, it was 
$36.40 per ton, according to UNDA 
records. 
The 1973 hay crop was down about 
two per cent from last year. That is 
part of the reason for the price hike, 
hut shortages of wire and twine for 
baling ties also have l>een factors this 
season.
